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The Present, Times of Test for Christians. 


Times like the present perform one office, 
not recognized always, but of very great 
significance and importance. They reveal 
the differences, if there are such differences, 
between the men who have confessed Christ 
as their Lord and Leader, and the men who 
are simply selfisi and secular in their plans 
and their hopes. The Christian talks of his 
faith in God's goodness, providence, govern- 
ment, of his conviction that whatever is 
permitted by providence to result from or 
follow a course of right doing will be for 
the ultimate welfare of the church, and for 
the advancement of the glory of God, and 
the highest good of His faithful children. It 
is e:sy enough to profess this faith, or any 
other that is reputable and decent, the pro- 
fession of which involves no hazards. And 
in ordinary times they who really hold it 
can hardly well be distingui-hed from others. 
All equally must be satisfied with continuous 
prosperity. All equally may bear, without 
difficulty or pain, the slight and occasional 
interruptions which occur to this course of 
prosperity. And the world may feel, very 
natu.ally so fur, that there is no deep and 
radical difference between the Christian and 
the mau of the world; that the one goes 
through life on the same main level of ex- 
perience with the other; that philosophy is 
as good and as effective as faith, in sustain- 
ing, cheering, and animating to effort ; that 
there is no glorious secret of power in the 
Christian’s possession. 

But when there come such times as the 
present, when no human eye can pierce the 
clouds that lie around and are folded above 
us, when the wisest hesitate, and the most 
prompt pause, and the boldest heart is awed 
and overshadowed before the immense pos- 
sibilities of disaster that seem to lurk in 
every path of public policy thus far sug- 
gested,—then is the time for making the d.f- 
ference seen and felt between the Christian, 
who really believes in God and His provi- 
dence, and the man who has no such retuge 
and shelter and support for his soul. No 
sermon can be so eloquent and resistless in 
its appeal to men on behalf of the truth, as 
will be the calm and cheerful fortitude, the 

serene expectation of a victory for the 
Right, the manly and quiet adherence to 
° principle, then manifested spontaneously and 
habitually by Christians. It will be felt 
that their life is hid in God; their steadfast 
courage caught from Him. No sermon, or 
hundred-fold series of sermons, however 
logical, eloquent, impassion: d, can possibly 
on the other hand overbear or counteract 
the impression made against the truth, by 
the timid desponding tone of Christians, in 
such an hour ; by their readiness to give up 
their own cherished principles, for the sake 
of gaining a speedier relief; by that practi- 
cal distrust of either the goodness or the 
wisdom of God, or else of His power, 
which is shown in their fretful impatience 
to be assured of what is to come, and their 
icone complaining at their own present 
trials.

| by adverse elements. Throughout 
‘Europe the war spirit is apparently in the 
ascendant and momentarily liable to burst 
out with its inseperable horrors. tay 

- However the fortunes or misfortunes of 
war may attend the opposing forces of the 
various foreign combatants, one thing is 
quite certain—that they will be thereby 
prevented from intermeddling with us, or 
in any manner interfering, whether for or 
against the National Government, in its 
dealings with the traitorous States of the 
South. 

It is intimes of trouble like the present 
when the very foundations of human gov- 
ernmental systems seem likely to be over- 
turned, that the eye of faith endeavors to 
penetrate the gloom, and seeks for some ray 
of light by which to find some blessing in 
it all. The Christian believer will not be 
disturbed in his confidence in that Almighty 
beneficence which gives to every cloud, 
however dark, a silver lining. : 

Notwithstanding the deplorable condition | 
of our own country, we are enabled by its 
troubles more vividly to realize how much 
the Almighty has favored us, and to see in 
the national strength as developed by the 
present emergency, how much we are in- 
debted to His bounty.

It is to be hoped that in our own city our 
most excellent Chief of Police will see what 
he can do towards compelling a better ob- 
servance of the Sabbath. Cannot those 
“broad roads to destruction,” the mongrel 
theatres, where decency is shocked and mo- 
rality violated, be suppressed for one day in 
‘| the week? It is high time that these sinks 
of iniquity were reached by. the law; and 
if they cannot be, on any other day, let them 
at all events be compelled to close on Sun- 
days. Having every confidence in our po- 
lice management, we have’no doubt this 


The following is the new Sunday Law, 
which is to take effect on and after the Ist 
of August next: 

Section 1. Any person who shall here- 
after keep open pA the first day of the week, 
commonly called Sunday, any store, work- 
shop, bar, saloon, banking house, or other 
place of business, for the purpose of trans- 
acting business, except as hereinafter spe- 
cially provided, shall be guilty of misde- 
meanor ; and on conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than five nor 
more than fifty dollars. 

Sec, 2. ‘The provisions of this act shall 
not apply to the keeping open of hotels, 
boarding-houses, restaurants, taverns, livery 
stables, retail drug stores, (for the legitimate 
business of each,) or such manufacturing 
establishments as are necessaril 
continual operation to accomplish the busi- 
ness thereof; nor to the sale of milk, fresh 
meats, fresh fish and vegetables. 

Sec. 8. Prosecutions for the violation of 
this Act may be either by co 
magistrate or indictment by a

From a well-timed article in Monday’s

* © During the last war with England, the 
- Administration of the Federal Government 
was in the hands of the Democratic party 
of the South. The people of the New Eng- 
land States complained ‘that its acts were 
oppressive to them, destructive of their best 
interests, hostile and unjust. They found 
that as so many abtises were practised under 
color of its authority, the causes of their 
sufferings might be deep seated in the Con- 
stitution itself. “They called a Convention 
to consider these wrongs and the remedy ; 
whether the evils might be cured. by an 
amendment to the Constitution, or whether | 
they could be only met by so painful a mea- 
sure as the separation of the Confederacy— 
a separation never dreamed of as otherwise 
than peaceful, and to be acquiesced in by ail 
the other States. Delegates from five of 
these States met at Hartford. In their re- 
port they stated their grievances—real in-: 
juries inflicted upon them by the policy of 
the South, and far greater than any ever be- 
fore or since inflicted upon the South by the 
New. England States. ‘They yield to the 
persuasion (says their report) ‘hat no change, 
at any time, or on any occasion, can aggra- 
vate the misery of their country.’ 7” 
“ What, then, did these oppressed people ?

amount of political influence they may pos- 
sess, or, to put the same idea in other words, 
that it ought to be impossible for such men 
to attain political influence?—and is not 
the duellist worse than~either of these ? 
The duellist is nothing more or less than 
murderer. We speak plain English, for 
our hearts are strongly moved, and this 
ig no time to mince matters,or to speak 
smooth words. We say that no man who 
will give or accept a challenge to fight, 
whatever his other merits, is fit to hold 
office. No man is worthy to receive 
a vote who will lend himself. 
or shape to the perpetuation of this accursed 
barbarism. No good cause of a public 
character can be benefited by any such act 
on the part of its advocates or supporters ; 
no good cause needs any such display of 
devotion. It is said that Piercy was a young 

man of previous good character; it is then 

a thousand times more a shame that he 
should have been guilty of such criminal 
folly. We lament his death om general 
principles, regarding him asthe best man 
of the two,—we deplore his decease, and in 
such a manner; cut off in the flower of his 
life, before its promise had been fulfiled. 
As to Showalter, we trust he may leave the 
‘State, and all the rest of that ilk. He has 
identified’ himself with the political vampires 
who have so long disgraced California legis- 
lation, and as it is folly to-suppose he will 
ever be punished under our laws, we sin- 
eerely hope he will “leave the country for 
the country’s good.” |
